Premier Tisza said in reply he desired 
only to state, as was known, that a 
nolay section of the Roumantan press 
has done everything possible since the 
beginning of the war. to involve Rou- 
mania in war with Austria-Hungary. 
The premier added that the ridiculous 
calumny that Count Karolyi desired 
peace at any price and a separate peace 
with Russia had made a certain im- 
pression on Roumanian public opinion 
and on the entente powers. He de- 
clared emphatically his agreement with 
Count Karolyi’s view that as long as a 
Hungarian was left alive the Hungar- 
lan nation would resist to the utmost 
any attack upon its integrity. 


DENY u. S. HAS YIELDED 
To BERLIN ON LUSITANIA. 


State Department Says Request for 
Right to Publish Bernstorff Note 
Was an Inadvertence. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—State de- 
partment officials today explained thai 
the recent request to the German em- 
bassy for permission to publish one of 
Count Von Bernstorff's notes on the set- 
tlement of the Lusitania case was an in- 
advertence. At first it was denied that 
any such request had been made, but an 
Investigation of the department's files 
disclosed that a letter prepared by a 
subordinate official had been signed 
either by Secretary Lansing or Acting 
Secretary Polk and had been transmitted 
to the German embassy. 

Secretary Lansing and Mr. Polk de- 
clared the request was in no wise an in- 
dication that the United States was about 
to accept Germany's long pending repre- 
sentations as satisfactory, that the status 
of the entire negotiations still was in- 
formal, and that none of the correspond- 
ence was of a nature for publication at 
this time. 

German embassy officials were ques- 
tioned and they led inquirers to believe 
they considered the proceeding an indi- 
cation of the impending acceptance of 
the latest German proposals. This was 
supplemented further by characterizing 
as absolutely unwarranted recent intima- 
tione from Berlin that underseas warfare 
was about to be N on ita former 
scale. 

There was the added impression that 
the United States had been convinced by 
the xbandonment of the submarine cam- 
paign since the sinking of the channel 
lHner Sussex of the sincerity of Germany's 
declaration of acceptance o the princi- 
pies laid down.

Mr. Hughes’ shots at the gross spoilsmanship 
of the administration are causing obvious anguish 
in official Washington. Secretary Redfield and his 
subordinate, Edwin F. Sweet, hasten to deny and 
explain. In the case of the census head Mr. 
Hughes’ response to the Redfield denial is swift and 
staggering. In Chicago especially, where we had a 
taste of Mr. Redfield’s quality at the time of the 
Eastland horror, Mr. Durand's letter hardly was 
necessary and the administration would do well 
to pause no longer over this matter than Senator 
Walsh paused over the charge that the south is in 

the saddle. | 

Unquestionably Mr. Hughes will be glad to correct 
any statements he has made upon misinformation as 
to the facts. But he and the public will require more 
than official explanations, especially as the National 


Civil Service Reform league has just made pub-

But one of the changes the great war is going to 
bring about in this country eventually is a more 
Pesponsible attitude toward goverpmental efficiency, 
which cannot be had under the spoils system. We 
are going to stop government waste and official in- 
competence, or we are going to suffer severely in 
the world contest until we have learned to take 
public administration seriously. 

The Democratic party under Cleveland helped 
to advance civil ‘service reform, but with his fall 
it lapsed quickly back into its Jacksonian tradition. 
The leaders of modern Democracy, Bryan, Champ 
Clark, the Democratic leaders of the solid South, 
Tammany, are all enemies of competent administra- 
tion and believe in spoils. It is shown constantly 
in their opposition to reform in appropriation, the 
pork barrel fight, in Bryan’s demoralization of the 
foreign service, in the record of Burleson and the 
edministration on appointments. Mr. Wilson him- 
self has not been interested to check the descent of 
his party in this regard. a 

The American people may not think that civil 
service reform is interesting, but unless they inter- 
est themselves in it they will pay a heavy price. 
Even rich America can not afford to allow its 


public adminletratidn to be wasted by the slow but 


deadly fever of spoils. We are entering upon a 
period of intense rivalry throughout the world, and 
when Mr. Hughes declared for “efficient America” 
he struck the tonic chord of progress. Intel- 
fligence directs our eyes to the tremendous spec- 
Tacle af England, Germany, and France, who have 
‘ accomplished miracles of organized efficiency, un 
paralleled in the history of the world.

It is probable that only sentiment accounts for 
the opposition in Denmark to the sale of the West 
Indian colonies of that country to the United States, 
for the Public in the motherland has been fully 
informed of the heavy liability which the islands 
represented.

The infant mor- 
tality is as high ag 75 per cent. Even the largest 
towns are in decay, and there is no pretense of 
sanitary measures. The water is not usable, The 
gore forests which once covered the islands have 
nearly disappeared, and the soil is so worn out that 
agriculture is almost abandoned in many places. 
In addition, there is great poverty and dissatis- 
faction, particularly among the Negroes, who form 
the greater part of the population. One of their 
leaders recently visited Copenhagen in an effort 
to gain government help for the people, but his 
quest was in vain. Since that time there have been 
labor troubles which threaten to become more acute. 

Of course the insanitary condition can be im- lauf 
proved. What Gorgas did for Panama, the United 
States health officials can do for St. Thomas, St. 
Croix, and St, John, but this will mean more mil- 
lions added to the purchase price. 

We do not contemplate the purchase of the 
islands as an investment, it is true. If we did, 
the money would be a long time returning to us. 
The deal is to acquire a strategic naval station for 
the defense of the canal.

Light travels so fast that—well, it 
doesn't make any difference. What this 
item started to say was that Emil H. 
Johnson, a postoffice clerk, travels s0 
much faster that he makes light look as 
if it was tied to a stone quarry. 

Mr. Johnson, who lives at 1720 North 
Maplewood avenue, serves his purpose 
in this world by bouncing large pouches 
of mail dexterously about in the base- 
ment of the postoffice in a place known 
as the general platform.

PRINT PAPER SHORTAGE 
DUE BY OCT. 1, FORECAST. 


Secretary Houston, However, Op- 
poses U. 8.

Washington. D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special.] 
A serious shortage of news print paper 
by October is predicted by government 
officials in touch with the investigation 
by the federal trade commission.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—{Special.] 
Republican senatore today joined 
charles E. Hughes in attacking the Wil- 
gon administration’s civil service record. 

In a debate which was sensational in 
the extreme the Republicans, led by Sen- 
ators Townsend of Michigan and Penrose 
of Pennsylvania, asserted that Wilson 
had not only debauched the domestic civil 
service but the entire foreign service of 
the country. 
NI. Penrose read a list of contributors 
to the Wileon campaign fund, and then 
asserted that every one of the twenty-two 
Democrats who were appointed to promi- 
nent positions in the diplomatic corps had 
contributed from $1,000 to $50,000 to the 
campaign fund. He challenged the Dem- 
ocrats to show where any one of these 
men had had any previous diplomatic 
service. 


On the other hand, he pointed out that 
thirteen of the twenty-two officials re- 
moved to make room for the contributing 
Democrats were men who had had years 
of experience and had reached their posi- 
tions by eteady promotion for efficiency. 

In addition, Senator Penrose took up the 
afministretion’s conduct of the postal

The First IIlinois cavalry demonstrated 
the extent of its serviceability as a mo-

patching one of its squadron units on a 
test ride, the first maneuver of its kind 
attempted during the six weeks that the 
regiment has been stationed on the bor- 
der. About five bundred men of the Third 
equadron rode their horses at a walk for 
nine miles, rested the mounts for three 
hours, and then ‘coturned nine miles to 
camp.

6 tonight. The horses were on the road 
seven hours and a half, during which 
they covered eighteen miles at the aver-

Men Have to Lead Horses. 

This is slower than the speed of in- 
fantry, but speed wae not the object of 
the ride. The officers in command were 
interested in finding out whether the 
horses led to the regiment were 
capable walking as far as they did.
